The free self-guided tour, 
which ran Saturday and 
Sunday, allowed visitors to 
experience the work of about 
50 local artists at a dozen dif¬ 
ferent sites in both Pelham and 
Welland. 

“Everything’s been going 
really well. There have been 
sales and the public has been 
really happy,” tour organizer 
and artist Pat Haftar said. 

She said the tour was an 
opportunity for people to get 
to know the artists within the 

types of art they produce. 
Haftar added that artists enjoy 

and gaining feedback on their 
work, making the tour a win- 
win for artists and art-enthusi¬ 


asts alike. 

Ridgeville artist Mary Ellen 
Walker was anxious to share 
her work with the public. She 


said she appreciated that the 
studio tom allows people to 
meet artists “in their own envi¬ 
ronment," making the intro¬ 


duction more personal. 

There’s very little “feel¬ 
ing” at a large art show where 
every-one’s packed into the 


same area, Walker said. Having 
personal tours of a single art¬ 
ist’s working space adds to the 
atmosphere, she said while 
standing in her backyard 

Walker’s art, done mainly 

focuses a lot on nature and 
wildlife, making the rustic 
studio an ideal place to show¬ 
case her work 

With many people taking 
the tour, Haftar said she was 
pleased to see a lot of parents 
bringing their children and 
introducing them to the world 

“It provides an alternative 
for some children. Not every 
child is into sports," she said, 
adding that studio tours can be 
an excellent way to help youth 
experience different art forms. 

Many people on the tour

Cough and Cold season Is here again. There are many questions about which medication 
Is the best to treat cold symptoms. Unfortunately we have no cure for a stuffy head, runny 
nose, cough, and sore throat, but there are ways to treat these symptoms. 

For children under six, It Is best not to use traditional cold medications. They don’t work 
well, and often cause more unwanted side effects than benefit. Tylenol or Advil should be used 
to treat fever and help with discomfort. Administer plenty of fluids to help loosen congestion. 
Saline nasal sprays and drops can be used to loosen mucus as well as gentle suctioning. A 
vaporizer in the child’s room can make breathing easier, but remember to change the water 
daily to avoid the growth of moulds and bacteria. Turn down the heat in the house. Warm 
dry air can be more difficult to breathe and cause irritation. Opening a window in the child’s 
room is also helpful. A teaspoon of honey can help settle a cough at night time, but don’t 
give to children less than one year of age (they don’t have the proper gut flora to protect 
against possible botulism). Topical rubs such as Vicks vapor rob contain menthol, camphor 
and eucalyptus. They can provide a feeling of being able to breathe easier, but they should be 
applied sparingly and under a shirt to avoid contact with eyes and mouth. Camphor should 


For adults there are many products to choose 
medication can be worse than the cold. All of the non-medicinal suggestions used for kids 
can also be effective for adults. Decongestants like pseudoephedrine, are generally not 
recommended for patients with high blood pressure. There is a product called Coricidin that 
does help with congestion and is safe for people with high blood pressure. 

For cough due to cold, a product with an antihistamine-decongestant combo works quite 
well. Find one with a first generation antihistamine in It like brompheniramine, an example 

can also help with a cough due to it’s anti-inflammatory properties. Cough syrups with 
dextromethorphan may help with a cough and are generally safe for everyone to take. Some 
syrups have an expectorant in them called guaifenesin, which is useful to help loosen mucus. 
In general It does not make much sense to buy a product with both of these ingredients in it. 
If you want to get rid of mucus in your chest, you don’t want an ingredient to suppress your 
cough. Narcotic cough medications work the best to settle a cough but require a prescription 
from your doctor. 

Make sure you understand what all of the ingredients are in your cold medication. Often 
they will contain Tylenol (acetaminophen) or Advil (ibuprofen). You don’t want to take more 
than the recommended doses of those medications. However, you do want to take some 
Tylenol or Advil, they are both effective at treating fever and a soar throat. 

A cold is much different than the flu. The flu presents with fatigue, body aches, fever and 
sometimes a cough. A cold is associated with runny nose, sore throat, and cough. Although 
a cold makes us uncomfortable, generally the symptoms are manageable. The best thing to 
do is use a mixture of old-fashioned remedies, cough and cold products, and rest as much 
as possible. 

The flu (especially this year) can be life threatening. It is not treatable with over the counter 
medications. If you suspect you may have the flu, you should see a physician. 

As always the best treatment is prevention. Remember to wash your hands thoroughly and 
stay home If you are sick.

Ministry owes Niagara 
Mobility $250,000

PELHAM - There's still a 
long way to go, but Helen 
Teagle finally feels as though 
she’s making progress. 

The owner of Niagara 
Mobility visited Queen's Park 
in the hope of securing some 
of the $250,000 in back pay¬ 
ments owed to her business 
from the Ministry of Health 
and Long-Term Care’s assistive 
devices program. 

The program helps people 
with disabilities buy mobility 
equipment such as wheel¬ 
chairs by providing up to 75% 
of the cost. 

For people already receiv¬ 
ing Ontario Disability Support 
Program payments, the assis¬ 
tive devices program pays the 
full cost of the equipment. 

Teagle’s business, with loca¬ 
tions in Pelham and Niagara 
Falls, has been providing 
qualifying customers with the 
equipment they need, relying 
on the assistive devices pro¬ 


gram to provide most of the 
money for that equipment. 

It usually takes about eight 
weeks before her company is 
reimbursed for the equipment, 
but lately it's been taking more 
than twice that time. 

Niagara Mobility is one of 
several companies that have 
been impacted by the backlog 
of payments from the ministry. 

So far, she said her business 
has received one-fifth of the 
money the government owes. 

“At least we have a com¬ 
mitment from the minister of 
health (Deb Matthews) that 
they do intend to resolve the 
backlog by January." 

Teagle attributes the prog¬ 
ress they're making to the work 
of Welland MPP Peter Kormos, 
who has advocated for the 
industry and their clients.
